‘Present Children’s Ward Cannot 
be Made Suitable, Says Dr. McQueen 


So much for the ‘‘wide divergence of oninion'’ among the 
medical men, Five against fifty-two. It would be unadulter- 
ated comedy if there wasn't so much at stake! It's hard to 
raise a laugh at anything, no matter how ridiculous, when you 
know that the lives of babies are in the balance. 

Now let us look at the ‘‘laymen’’ of the city.

Rev. Russell McGillivray Emphatic 


on Necessity of Passing Bylaw 


‘There is a great need for the passage o fthis by-law,’ he 
says “T ean't see how-an who has visited the Royal 


Alexandra Hospital.can be satisfied to see sick children in the 

quarters they are in. By all means this by-law must pass.’’ 

Nothing undecided bout that! And it comes from a leader 
who has made his own investigation and who has visited sick 
children of his own congregation there! He knows from per- 
sonal experience. 

Rev. Dr. F. 8. McCall, princinal of Alberta College, and 
another leader in the community, is equelly emphatic. 

‘‘The Children's Department must be built. It would be 
ridiculous and preposterous to try and handle the situation in 
any other way,'’ he says. ‘‘The present conditions in the 
Children's Wards there are a reflection on the people of Ed- 
monton, and doubting the necessity of a new Child- 
ren’s Department should pay a visit to the hospital.’’ 

Dr. McCall has no hesitations. He knows, also from per- 

sonal investigation, that the by-law should pass. 


‘Labor Stands Solidly Behind New 
‘Hospital Because They Know Need 


| Labor is solidly behind the by-law. There's a reason. 
| Labor knows, and who better, how hard sickness can hit 2 
family, and just what it means to people with small means to 
be able to get decent and proper hospital accommodation for 
their children in time of need. 

Labor will not put the Almighty Dollar first. The small 
home owner, the wage worker, the small storekeeper, they all 
live too close to real life to make that mistake. 

Now for the other side of the slate. 

Among the ‘‘laity’’ coming out against the by-law, what 
have we? 

Certainly no one with any decided views. No one who will. 
come out and say openly that the sick children of Edmonton 
should not be given proper accommodation. 

We have the president of a women’s political organization 
who says that the basement isn’t a fit place for children, but 
that she believes that, other accommodation can be found in 
the present building and that Edmonton should go carefully 
and have a survey before moving. 


Basements Not Good for Babies, 


Says Women’s Institute President 

The president of the Edmonton Women’s Institute is also 
against basements for babies; favors a survey, but believes the 
survey will show a real need for the Children's Hospital.

| In 1917 Rev. Hartig resigned the 
charge and the present pastor, Rev. 

During hie 
pastorate the debt resting on the 
church building hag been consider- 
ably reduced, amounting now to 
only about $4000. Since prosperity 
is returning to thé city and the eur- 
rounding country Trinity is sharing 
again in this prosperity, and is slow- 
ly but surely going forward. The 
congregation has a membership of 
375 in 70 families. During the 26 
vears of its existence 601 children 
were baptized, 299 received confir- 
mation, 277 couples were married 
{and 112 funerals were conducted,

Two new world's speed records for 
100 miles and 100 kilometers re- 
spectively were established in France 
recently by a Knight sleeve-valve 
engined car. M. Marchand, piloting 
e Voisin eight-in-line car of 484 
cublic-inch piston displacement re-| 
ained the coveted title for France 
y wresting the honor from FE. A. D 
Bidridge of England, who drove a 
Miller poppet valve eight to victory 
Jast December. Marchand’s time for 
the 100 miles was 46 minutes and 460 
seconds, making an average speed of 
slightly less than 129 miles per hour 
while the 100 kilometers was covered 
at an average speed of 127.5 miles 
per hour. According to the regula- 
tions, the speed trials were registered 
from a standing start. The records 
were made on the famous Montlhery 
speed track.

The value of the white line gen- 
erally acknowledged to be consider- 
able. Its use has, indeed, reduced a 
vertain type of road risk. It te an 
obvious exhortation to do the right 
thing; and its adoption is rapidly be- 
coming wider in town and country, 
psec ny | to a correspondent in the 
London Times auto number. 

Psychology plays an important | 
part in the matter. A white line 
suggests to drivers that the side of! 
the road round the corner is clear, 
and that in consequence a reason- 
able speed can be safely maintained. 

The necessity for accurate mark- 
ing is apparent, for if a line is badly 
laid and a driver finds he is com- 
pelled to run over it his faith in the 
usefulness of the line will be dimin- 
ished. Recurring experience of this 
sort will soon lead to disregard of 
the line. Again, if correctness of the 
line is observed, it may lead to faul- 
ty cornering, which is already an 
unpleasant and prominent tendency 
of the inexperienced and inconsider- | 
ate motorist. Standing within a 
white line area should be made an} 
offence, for it is clearly of import- 
ance that euch a part of the road 
should be kept as clear as possible.

A kerb serves two useful purposes. 
One is to keep the roadway from 
epreading, and the other to protect 
pedestrians. It would seem, how- 
ever, that the employment of high 
kerbs, vertical throughout their 
height, is being exaggerated, and 
that while there is little real need 
for them in the form in which they 
are being laid down throughout the 
country, at the present time, they 
are a possible source of danger rath- 


er than of increased safety. There 
are occasions, and they may well 
arise where footpaths are rarely 


used, when a driver must mount 
the kerb if he is to avoid a smash. 
It may be that he gets pinched ow- 


ling to some other vehicle allowing 


insufficient space. Were the top of 
the kerb bevelled, he would be able, 
in many emergencies, to get tem- 
porarily on to the footpath. With 
the high vertical concret kerb it {s 
almost possible to mount the foot- 
path. Evidence of accidents due to 
these high kerbs, in which vehicles 
have been overturned—and in some 
cases the driver and passengers have 
been burnt to death—shows that the 
the question is a serious one and 
should be given full consideration 
by the authorities.
